Burns Not Spendthrift 
Nor Drunkard, Says Prof 


New. York,*N.¥:, April 12—Robert Burns, the “Heaven-taught 
plowman,” and Scotland's greatest poet, had “an affectionate and 
reckless nature,” but ie was neither a spendthrift nor a habitual 
drunkard, Professor Franklin Bliss Snyder of Northwestern Uni- 
versity writes in “The Life of Robert Burns,” published today. 

In this newest of hundreds of biographies of Burns, Pro- 
fessor Snyder draws heavily upon. contemporary sources to dispel 
old myths that cling ebout the popular memory of the poet. 

He was never the drunken rake that some persons still be- 
lieve him: to have been,” Professor Snyder writes, “and he did 
not throw away his health in taverns or brothels.” 

Although the last days of the poet's life were shadowed by 
fear of death in debtor's prison, his debts when he died were 
petty ones, far more’ than offset by larger sum; due to him. 
His principal worry in his last days was a debt of a little more 
than £7 which he owed. More than that was owed to him. 

_ “The worst one can truthfully say of him.” Professor Snyder 

says in summing up his subject's financial side, “is that he was 
unfortunate in’ some of his financial dealings and {mprudent in 
some of his generositics. But throughout his entire life he lived 
scrupulously within his income and supported himself and his 
family in honorable independence.”

Paul Rizzo Makes ‘Offer to Kidnappers of Lind- 
bergh Child in Hope of Return of Youngster 
to its Parents. 





New York, April 14—Paul Rizzo, aged 28, well- 
known aviator, announced last night he would deliver his 
own wife and 17-months-old son, Paul Jr., to the kid- 
nappers of the Lindbergh baby as hostages for the safe 
delivery of ransom. Rizzo said he made his unique pro- 
posal “with the full approval of my wife, with whom I 
have lived happily for four years.” 

“T'm a father,” said Rizzo. “If the kidnappers will 
communicate with me I will meet them any place they 
designate, on land or sea. I will deliver to them my wife 
if they will give me the Lindbergh child.

April 14—Hold- 
ing that a new compass for the 
grain carrier Thordoc had not been 
properly tested before the vessel 
left Port Arhtur with a cargo of 

for Montreal, Mr. Justice 
Philipp! Demers of the Superior 
Court today awarded the Robin 
Hood Mills, Limited, a claim of 
$146,326.29 for damage to the car52 
when the vessel grounded in Lake 
Superior in November 1929. The 
action was taken against the Pat- 
erson Steamships, Limited, owners 
of the vessel, 

In defence the ship owners plead-

Tweed District Splend- 
idly Patronizes Party 
For Hospital

Tweed—Probably the most suc- 
cessful community enterprise that 
has been attempted in Tweed this 
year was the Bridge and Euchre 
in ald of Tweed Hospital. Origi- 
nally slated to be held in the High 
School it was wisely decided that 
Quinn’s Opera House would be 
more suitable, combining, as it 
does, ample room to accommodate 
and entertain the large crowd that 
was expected, and being more 
teadily accessible as it is centrally 
situated. 
« Some time ago, Mr. C. H. Kerr, 
secretary-treasurer of the Hospital 
Board, in cesting about for un- 
tapped sources of revenue for the 
Hospital, proposed a card party on 
a large scale as a method by which 
a considerable sum of money could 
with slight expense, be raised for 
this laudable purpose. His proposal 
met with favour and a committee 
composed of T. E. Moffat, High 
School Principal, as chairman, C. 
H. Kerr, Dr. Paul, I, D, Corcoran, 
T. N. Beatty and D. H. Morrison 
was appointed to make the neces- 
sary arrangements, The result’ of 
their work was an enjoyable 
evening's entertainment for bridge 
and euchre devotees and a sum in 
excess of fifty dollars to add to the 
treasur;. 

Twenty-one tables for progresive 
bridge and five tables for euchre 
were required. The rules governing 
bridge did not permit of redoub- 
ting and allowed no additional 
hands to be dealt and played after 
a -signal from the head table an- 
nounced the completion of four 
hands. This prevented any undue 
delay in playing and the games 
progressed without a hitch.
